PRICES TRADE BOARD 
RESTRICTS TELEPHONES 



Because war needs must come 
first and telephone facilities must 
prove equal to any demands hav- 
ing to do with the war. new tele- 
phone Installations must be rigidly 
restricted. 

That Is the announcement made 
by Bell Telephone officials this 
week In conformity with tho 
order of the wartime prices and 
trade board, dealing with tele- 
phone service:;. 

"The main factors in the tele- 
phone situation/' said Manager 
Harold McClelland of the Bell 
Company in Newmarket, "are that 
orders for telephone Installations 
have been coming: In since the 
first of the year at an even greater 
rate than last year, and 10! 1 was 
the record year in our history. Of 
the 63.000 net gain In telephones 
last year, 44.500 were for residence 
service, and the preponderance of 
orders for home telephones Is con- 
tinuing. 

"Then there Is acute and 
growing shortage of the materials 
required to make telephones and 
telephone equipment. Such things 
as copper, tin, zinc, steel and rub- 
ber are urgently needed for wai 
supplies. Even when we employ a 
maximum of repaired and re-con- 
dltloned apparatus, the demand on 
the dwindling supply of vital ma- 
terials Is far too great. We must 
safeguard telephone equipment so 
that we mny be always In a posi- 
tion to provide facilities fo«* tho 
war services, for the manufacturers 
of munitions and supplies and for 
other essential purposes. The »af- 
vlco must he maintained at the 
highest level of efficiency. 

"Tho wartime prices and trade 
board has directed us to do all 
such things as may bo requisite 
to conserve any and ail telephone 
plant and facilities. 

"Wo shall need th c cordial co- 
operation of tho public In this. Wo 
arc confident that when applicants 
reflect that tho needs of thc war 
and tho vital services must be 
promptly met, they will gladly for- 
go all hut tho most urgent installa- 
tions, for that will bo another way 
of helping to win tho war."

The by- 
law for the Office Specialty 
Manufacturing Co. Ltd. in the 
amount of $50,000 runs from 
1937 to 1947. 

"According to your return, it 
would seem that these fixed 
assessments are used as the 
basis of levying the taxes for all 
purposes and that these indus- 
tries are not paying on their 
actual assessment for schools and 
direct relief.

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THERE'S A PLEBISCITE COMING 

Since it has been disproved in recent times 
that "50,000 Frenchmen can't be wrong," perhaps 

we may renew our discussion of the coming 
plebiscite while at the same time conceding that 
probably an overwhelming majority of voters 
will follow the well-nigh unanimous advice of 
newspapers and public men to vote "Yes." 

The principal point we contend for, and on this 
point wc have the agreement of some of the 
"Yes" advocates (including Finance Minister 
Ilsley), is that a "Yes" vote is a vote for overseas 
conscription. Who can think that, if every 
province gave a "Yes" majority, there might still 

be no conscription (provided the war did not 
come to a sudden end)? If every province were 
to vote "Yes" Prime Minister King could not 
withstand the pressure that would be put upon 
him for conscription even if he himself should 
not become convinced of the military necessity 
for conscription. 

We also question the obviousness of the widely 
circulated statement that the necessity for con- 
scription is a question for parliament, not the 
people, to deal with. In 1917 it was a question 
for the people to deal with. It was a question 
for the people to deal with because the govern- 
ment had carried on a spirited recruiting cam- 
paign, because the Canadian corps in overseas 
trenches needed reinforcements, and because the 
new union government had declared its belief 
that conscription would produce the needed men. 
In the present war also it could be a question for 
the people to decide if the government had con- 
ducted a strong recruiting campaign and had not 
been able to attain an announced objective — 
("Daddy, what did you do in the Great War?") 
there haven't been even recruiting posters 
In this war— and the government had decided that 
conscription was desirable. 

The position seems to be Hint the government 
ii asking the people to declare themselves in 
favor of conscription (that's our interpretation of 
a "Yes" vote) before it is prepared to declare 
itself similarly. Admittedly, it is not asking for 
a forthright declaration in favor of conscription, 
and a large percentage of trusting people are 
going to vole "Yes" in the belief that the gov- 
ernment will be free to, and will, weigh the pros 
and cons of overseas conscription and act accord- 
ingly. Hut u government — no matter what "in- 
side" information it may possess— is not com- 
pletely free to act wisely In such a matter. A 
government is subject to all sorts of pressure, and 
from various directions, and in acting it must 
take into account that pressure. It is not a dic- 
tator, but a democratic institution which must 
act in accordance with pressure or lose office. , 
The citizen should hesitate before he assumes that 
the government will be free to reach a wiser 
decision than himself. 

Some of those who discuss this question say. 
ant! quote the words of the plebiscite in proof. 
that the government is not asking people if they 
are in favor of conscription hut if they release 
the government from its conscription pledges. Is 
the government asking for a forthright release? 
How can n "Yes" vote obtained in part through 
assurances that it will not be necessary to enact 
conscription for a year and maybe not then be 
regarded as a worthwhile release from a pledge? 
U it fair to paraphrase the plebiscite question this 
way: "Will you give up your opposition to con- 
seription provided the government decides to do 
likewise?" Those who never were opposed to 
conscription are expected to answer this "Have 
you stopped beating your wife?" type of question 
along with those who were opposed, and their 
"Yes's" will he stacked with the "Yes's" of the 
formerly opposed to release the government from 
its pledge. We can't see any useful purpose in 
the plebiscite unless it be understood to mean — 
as we think it does mean— "Are you in favor of 
overseas conscription?" ,

GAP IN C.C.F. PROGRAM 

What may prove to be an event of importance 
to the people of the province of Ontario is the 
election of E. B. Jolliffe, 33-year-old Toronto 
lawyer, as the leader of the Ontario C.C.F. Mr. 
Jolliffe is a Rhodes scholar, which means that he 
has brains, personality and brawn (or at least 
some athletic ability).

Tito most Immediate task before those who 
wish to see Canada playing her full part in the 
war Is to see to it that there is an overwhelming 
"Yes" reply to the question submitted to the 
electorate by the dominion government In the 
plebiscite to be held on tho 27th liMttint, The 
effect of a "No" majority, or even a close vote, 
might have conKcrjueneea Ion tragic to contem- 
plate. 

The chief danger lies in a feeling that the 
plebiscite is futile, because tile government Is 
not pledged to acl on it. Hut, on the other hand, 
I' the Answer Is a thundering "Yea" they will 
be free to send tho conscripted troops overseas 
if the circumstances should render this necessary. 
Whereas a "No" vole would tie their hands 
much more effectively than the pledge from 
which they are now asking to be released. 

Reside* a "No" vote would place Canada in u 
most humiliating position in tho eye* of the rest 
of the empire and of tho United States. 

It should be understood that the Issue in the 
plebiscite Is not conscription. That Is already In 
effect as far as service In Canada is concerned. 
The question at issue is whether tho men now 
being trained, mid who Inter may be called up, 
shall bo available for service overseas If required. 
It will not necessarily add to tho number to he 
conscripted.

Next month the Red Gross cam* 
palgn for funda will be held. Plans 
are being marie by the local branch 
for the canvass of the district. 

Word baa not been received yet 
as to what the King township 
quota will be. In view of the 
coming campaign It Is of interest 
to consider some of the demands 
made on the Red Cross. One work 
of the society which requires con- 
siderable funds Is not usually 
realized by the general public, 
that Is the tremendous cost to the 
Canadian Red Cross in supplying 
prisoner of war food parcels. 

In January, 1941, at the request 
of the British Red Cross after the 
dreadful bomb raids, the shipment 
of 10,000 food parcels per week 
was inaugurated by the Canadian 
Red Cross. < This -number was In- 
creased during 1M1, including 
shipments for the Australian and 
New Zealand Red Cross Societies. 
For some time now 40,000 food 
parcels have been shipped from 
Canada each week. Each parcel 
costs approximately $2.50, Due to 
the food shortage in Britain and 
difficulties in transportation, the 
Canadian Red Cross has again 
been asked to Increase Its ship- 
ments to 80,000 parcels per week, 
If- facilities and financing can be 
arranged. This is one of the most 
urgent financial problems. 

The Canadian Red Cross Is a 
connecting link with prisoners of 
war. Through the Canadian It 3d 
Cross Society's Inquiry bureau and 

Its facilities for International In- 
vestigation Information can be ob- 
tained regarding missing men in 
the Canadian forces. 

As a result of these obligations 
It is necessary for the Red Cjojs 
io ask for 50 percent more this 
year than was raised in 19<0,

King Protests Against 
Financial Aid Changes 

A resolution, moved by Council- 
lor B. M- Ccggc and seconded by 
Councillor W. E. Barker, opposing 
the bill of amendment which was 
before the Ontario legislative 
assembly regarding financial aid 
lo the municipalities, was passed 
at the regular meeting of King 
township council on Saturday, 
when It met at (he Temperance 
hall, Kettlehy. 

The motion was worded ns 
follows: 

"Whereas the department of 
municipal affairs has through its 
minister of the cabinet of this 
province Instructed In the legis- 
lative assembly of this province a 
hill of amendment re financial nld 
and the general set-up of Aid to 
Municipalities Act. 

"And whereas these amendments 
if enacted would be detrimental to j 
tho Interests of municipalities and 
would remove most of tho matters 
re finance from the actions and 
control of local councils. 

"And whereas this council also 
consider.* this a movo to central* 
Ixc municipal administration and 
lake from the local councils any 
control they may now have on 
these matters as outlined In the 
amendments. 

"Therefore he it resolved that 
this council hereby voices its 
opposition to those amendments 
and asks that the enactment of 
these he withheld until clrcum* 
stances warrant the same." 

A by-law authorizing tho pur- 
chase of land, part of lot 28, con- 
cession 4, for the purpose of 
housing a snow-plough and other 
materials was passed. 

Councillor* Logge and Marker 
fntroduced n motion, which waa 
carried, amending the dog-llcens-l 
Ing by-law by adding a penalty of 
$1 on all dogs which have no 
license on oi before Sept. 30 of 
each year. 

TJie clerk was instructed to 
write to If. If. Sawdon and flak 
him for Immediate payment of 
an outstanding account. 

An account was ordered paid to 
I* 9. Yolles amounting to $65, for 
sheep killed by dogs. Charles 
ItouUedge was paid $2 for valua- 
tor's services. 

The account for February hos- 
pitalization, amounting to $72.fl2, 
was ordered paid.

Following a conference last week 
Aurora town council has submitted 
a memorandum on a proposed fire 
agreement to King township and 
is forwarding a similar memo to 
Whitchurch township. 

"Wc had a splendid meeting nnd 
are optimistic about a suitable 
agreement," Mayor Underbill told 
The Era. 

With Mayor Frank Underhill 
representing Aurora. Councillor W. 
E. Barker appearing on behalf of 
King township, and Deputy-reeve 
George Lcary. Councillor h. P. 
Kvans and Clerk John Crawford 
representing Whitchurch, and Ben 
Langlcy of Wilcox tjiko there on 
behalf of Whitchurch township 
residents, the problem confronting 
Aurora regarding serving the pres- 
ent fire areas was outlined by the 
Aurora representatives on Thurs- 
day night. Fire Chief Harry Jones 
and Captain Stewart Patrick were 
present to explain the brigade's 
position. 

"We control what we give our 
firemen, and what equipment Is 
bought but the brigade have com- 
plete control of fires and the use 
of the equipment and we nre well 
satisfied with results," said Mayor 
Frank Underhill. "Our present 
equipment Is used as much In the 
townships ns In Aurora but It Is 

our Investment and our upkeep 
that carries it." 

"We are anxious to give the 
townships the best possible ser- 
vice but we must consider our own 
ratepayers." said Reeve Malloy. 
"I know that the ratepayers In 
King and, Whitchurch appreciate 
tho work of our brigade. There is 
none better." 

"We really need a new fire 
truck if we are to protect the 
farmers properly," said Flro Chief 
Jones. "We have the newest equip- 
ment possible to fight fires, but 
the present truck Is about done.*' 

Tho meeting requested Aurora to 



obtain figures on a new truck 
which would be purchased by the 
town, wUh- the townships con- 
tributing a portion by way of an- 
nual grants.. If it should be de- 
cided to purchase a new truck 
there would be a guarantee by tho 
townships that new flro agreements 
would be maintained for a definite 
number of years. Tho townships 
would also share in the annual 
charges necessary to allow for de- 
preciation of equipment and on 
either a new or the old truck nnd 
purchaso of new equipment. Each 
township would be granted n 
representative on the fire comit- 
tce. 

"U would' be better to have n 
flat rate payable by each town- 
ship each year," said Mr. Irtngley, 
"We can appreciate the fee eystem 
is not very satisfactory." 

•The annual contribution would 
be the only one expected," said 
Mayor Underhill. "We would an- 
swer ns many calls as were neces- 
sary in a year. If you had a bad 
year for fires the township would 
save money." 

"Councils in Aurora arc not In 
the hajilt of buying equipment that 
Is not needed or buying unneces- 
sary articles." said Reeve Malloy. 

"Wo can testify to that," wild 
Captain Patrick. 

"I believe we are agreed the 
townships should make a contri- 
bution each year at a fixed rate 
and in turn have a representative 
on the flro committco and be re- 
lieved of any other charges." wild 
Councillor U P. Kvans. "With 
three councils Involved it wilt take 
time to work it out.

In Commandos' Service

Lieut. Baker was the only son 
of Mr. and Mrs. E. G. Baker, 135 
Dun vegan Road, Toronto. He is 
believed to be the first Canadian 
to give his life in the daring ser- 
vice of the commandos. Since 
childhood Lieut. Baker has spent 
his summers at Roche's Point, 
where his parents have their 
summer home. He was widely 
known in the community, was 
typical of the fine young Cana- 
dian manhood which lias entered 
the lists against the Nazi hordes, 
lie was fond of all outdoor 
sports, particularly sailing and 
hockey. He is the first casualty 
on the toll of honor of members 
of Christ church and community 
who arc now serving in the 
forces of the king.

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The community was saddened 
by the sudden death of Miss 
Lucy BachC, a Ravcnshoc resi- 
dent for many years. Recently 
she moved to Sharon.

The community was shocked 
at the tragedy on Sunday morn- 
ing when Eric Pickrell was 
killed in an automobile accident 
near Queensvilte. A Ravenshoe 
boy. lie had been working in 
Toronto.

The accident occurred when 
Erie, 20, and his brother, Harvey, 
17, sons of Mr. and Mrs. Wm. 
Pickrell, about 1 a.m. on Sun- 
day morning were driving north, 
about a mile and a quarter north 
of Queensville. They were 
apparently going up a hill when 
their car was overtaken by an- 
other car, driven by Murray 
Johnston, 18, of Queensvilte. 
The second car attempted to pass 
the first, police said, but went 
out of control in a rut on the 
shoulder of the road, swerved in 
front of the Pickrell car and 
rolled over in the ditch. The 
driver escaped with scratches. 

Eric Pickrell, who was driving 
the first car» tried to avoid col- 
lision, it was believed, and 
swerved into the two-foot ditch. 
The car rolled over two or three 
times and climbed a seven-foot 
bank, stopping on the flat ground 
above. Both cars were practic- 
ally demolished. 

Eric Pickrell and his brother 
were taken to York County hos- 
pital, where Eric died four hours 
later. Harvey, the younger 
brother, suffered a fractured 
shoulder.
